On a moonless night in 1922, two young ‘eka: both not . 
more than 23 years old, stole through: the dark and. crossed the 


Russian border near the Neister Hiyer to escape Commenist rule = 


under Trotsky and Lenin. 
After days of tedious travel and 
¢onstant fear, the brothers--one a 
Jawyer and the other a divinity | 
student — finally reached their’ 
home in, Besarabia, Romania. . 
The eseape, however, was. the 
beginning of the end for the law- 
er. He was recaptured by the 
ornmmunists in the early thirties 
and sent to the salt-mines of Si-~ 
beria. - He died there during the 
war in 1941. .
